If she takes the trou ble to learn 
how to bu y as economically as 
possible, she, as the family ’s pu r­ 
chasing agent, can sav e enou gh 
money in small amou nts to really 
amou nt to something in the cou rse 
of a y ear. 
If she is willing to spend more 
time in the kitchen than most 
y ou ng wiv es are willing to do, she 
can feed her family better for 
mu ch less than the working wife 
who goes in for more ex pensiv e, 
conv enience foods and whose fam­ 
ily eats ou t mu ch more often. 
If she learns su ch skills as re­ 
finishing fu rnitu re, making cu r­ 
tains and slip cov ers, and decorat­ 
ing her home with things she has 
created, she can keep her home 
looking attractiv e for mu ch less 
than the woman whose job doesn’t 
leav e her the time or energy for 
su ch projects.

Becau se Red China 
will be an issu e in the months to 
come, the repu blication of "The 
New Red China Lobby ” is wel­ 
come at this time.

With the end of the football 
season approaching, thou sands of 
y ou ng play ers will be released 
from the rigors of training.

The latter may inju re the mu s­ 
cles and joints, the former will 
cau se the heart mu scle to become 
flabby . 
Another resu lt of an abru pt ces­ 
sation of training is that the boy 
who has become accu stomed to a 
diet that is high in calories is 
likely to eat more than his re­ 
du ced activ ity demands. He will 
thereby accu mu late u nwanted fat 
that may be hard to get rid of. 
All professional athletes know 
that a program of phy sical condi­ 
tioning mu st be maintained y ear- 
rou nd, regardless of how seasonal 
their chosen sport may be. Su ch 
a program makes for a high lev el 
of performance and helps to pro­ 
tect the body from inju ry . 
Q—My grandson, 7 , has osteo­ 
genesis imperfecta and the doctor 
say s that nothing can be done for 
it. What cau sed it and is there 
any cu re? 
A—In this disease, the bones 
are fragile and break v ery easily . 
The whites of ihe v ictim’s ey es 
are u su ally blu e and a progres­ 
siv e loss of hearing may be as­ 
sociated with it. The condition is 
hereditary . The degree of sev er­ 
ity of the bony weakness v aries. 
Some v ictims become helpless 
cripples and others can liv e a 
fairly normal life by u sing ex tra 
precau tions against inju ry .

Three y ears after President Ken­ 
nedy ’s asassination,

The qu estion no longer is wheth­ 
er the Warren Commission ade­ 
qu ately p erformed its task of de­ 
termining p recisely what took 
p lace on Nov . 22, 1963. A wealth 
of material — books, articles and 
scholarly stu dies — has demon­ 
strated conv incingly that it did 
not. 
The qu estion now is whether the 
commission’s work was 
fau lty 
enou gh to warrant a new ex ami­ 
nation of the circu mstances su r­ 
rou nding the assassination. 
The p ersu asiv e answer to that 
qu estion, giv en by a nu mber of 
resp onsible p u blic figu res, inclu d­ 
ing, most recently , Rep . Theodore 
Ku p ferman. R-N.Y., is y es. 
Kupferman has proposed cre­ 
ation of a joint congressional 
committee that would determine 
“ whether there ex ists the neces­ 
sity to reinv estigate thoroughly 
all the facts and circumstances

If the joint committee decided, 
after a su tdy of both the Warren 
Rep ort and the work of its critics, 
that fu rther ex amination was re­ 
qu ired, it wou ld then condu ct a 
fu llscale inv estigation of its own. 
Similar p rop osals for reop ening 
the Kennedy affair hav e been 
made in recent months by Rich­ 
ard Goodwin, a former Kennedy 
aide; William F. Bu ckley , the con­ 
serv ativ e commentator, and sev ­ 
eral jou rnalists. 
An u nofficial inqu iry has been 
lau nched by two teams of re­ 
searchers at the Univ ersity of 
Calif omia 
(Los 
Angeles) 
Law 
School u nder the direction of Wes­ 
ley J. Liebeler, an acting p rofes­ 
sor at the law school. Liebeler 
serv ed as assistant cou nsel on the 
staff of the Warren Commission 
Bu t, as Ku p ferman himself con­ 
cedes, the likelihood of any im­ 
mediate official or congressional 
action in this direction is slim in­ 
deed. 
“Gerry Ford (Rep . Gerald Ford, 
Rep u blican minority leader) told 
me he didn’t think a new inv esti­ 
gation was needed,” Ku p ferman 
ex p lains. Ford was one of the 
sev en members of the Warren 
Commission. 
Desp ite Fold’s confident atti­ 
tu de, neither the p assage of time 
nor the reassu ring words of the 
Warren Commission hav e stilled 
the gnawing dou bts or answered 
the u nanswered qu estions abou t 
what really hap p ened in Dallas. 
On the contrary , a small flood 
of books and articles hav e raised 
again and again the qu estions mil­ 
lions of Americans hav e v ainly 
asked each other: 
• Did Lee Harv ey Oswald act 
alone when he shot the President, 
as the Warren Commission claims, 
or was he p art of some larger 
p lot? 
• Cou ld the assassination hav e 
taken p lace as the Warren Com­ 
mission say s it did, or was the 
commission’s ju dgment and in­ 
v estigativ e objectiv ity clou ded by 
a desire for answers that wou ld 
allay the nation’s fears? 
Criticism of the Warren Re­ 
port falls into two major cate­ 
gories: The first, ex emplified by 
Edward 
J ay 
Epstein’s 
“ In­ 
quest,” concentrates on the War­ 
ren Commission’s 
hasty 
and 
often slipshod methods; the se- 
ex emplified by o t h e r 
including 
those 
by 
French J ournalist Leo Sauv age, 
>er congressional inv estiga- 
Harold Weisberg, philsoso- 
phy professor Richard H. Pop- 
kin, attorney Mark Lane and 
this writer, attack not only the 
commission's methods but the 
reasoo-ableness of its conclu­ 
sions. 
At the heart of most of the cri­ 
ticism lie a few key points ac­ 
cepted by the Warren Commission 
and challenged by its critics: 
• 
The commission contends 
that President Kennedy and Gov . 
J ohn Connally of Tex as were 
struck by the same bullet. Conal- 
ly insists he was hit by a separate 
bullet. The critics demonstrate 
that much of the ev idence sup­ 
ports Connally and that if the 
gov ernor 
is 
correct, 
Oswald 
could not hav e been the sole as­ 
sassin because it would hav e been 
phy sically impossible for him to 


fire all the shots in the time re­ 
qu ired. 


# Well ov er half the witnesses 
qu estioned abou t the sou rce of 
the shots that 
killed Kennedy 
said at least one came from an 
area to the front of the Presi­ 
dent’s motorcade, 
rather than 
abov e and behind it. If their rec­ 
ollections are correct, there mu st 
hav e been at least two p ersons 
firing at the President. 


• The commission asserts that 
the President was stru ck once in 
the head and once in the back. 
The bu llet that hit the President 
in the back, it say s, ex ited throu gh 
his throat. The critics, su p p orted 
by certain imp ortant FBI docu ­ 
ments and other ev idence, argu e 
that the throat wou nd was cau sed 
by a bu llet striking the President 
from the front — which again 
wou ld mean more than one as­ 
sassin. 


There are a host of other im 
p ortant areas of disagreement 
The essential p oint, howev er, is 
that the commission failed, in 
the v iew erf the critics, to p rov e 
its basic contention that Oswald 
was the lone assassin. 


One writer, Richard Pop*!» » 
a professor at the Univ ersity 
of 
California, 
accepted 
the 
commission’s challenge to pro­ 
v ide an alternativ e theory of 
the assassination. Using only 
the ev idence contained In the 
Warrent Report Itself, Popkin 
spins a fascinating and plausi­ 
ble 
web 
which 
shows 
that 
there might hav e been two or 
ev en three Oswalds — the real 
one and one or two others pos­ 
ing as Oswald to confuse the 
trail and prov ide alibis. 


The significance of Pop kin’s 
work does not necessarily dep end 
on its v eracity . It may or may 
not ap p roach the tru th abou t an 
assassination p lot. What is far 
more imp ortant is that a theory 
cou ld be dev elop ed from the ev i 
dence contained in the rep ort 
withou t assu ming, as the commis­ 
sion did, that the assassination 
was the work of a single deranged 
man. What Pop kin fou nd, the 
commission shou ld hav e seen and 
inv estigated. It did not. 


Pop kin’s work is merely one 
instance of the abu ndant material 
that the Warren Commission eith­ 
er ignored or ov erlooked. 


Only by opening the entire mat­ 
ter to re-ex amination can these 
loose ends be drawn together into

a tighter fabric than we now 
hav e, 
“At some p oint.” said British 
jou rnalist Henry Fairlie, a disin­ 
terested observ er who can neither 
be considered a critic nor a su p ­ 
p orter of the Warren Rep ort, “it 
is dear there will hav e to be an­ 
other indep endent inqu iry *. 
“The rep ort of the Warren Com­ 
mission,” he added, “is now u n- 
dere sev ere and, in some cases, 
p ersu asiv e attack. It is hard to 
disagree with the general ju dg­ 
ment of its critics that it did a 
hu rried and slov enly job. It seems 
to hav e been less than thorou gh in 
the ex amination of some key wit­ 
nesses, less than skep tical of 
some of the official ev idence with 
which it was su p p lied, less than 
carefu l to consider in detail ev ery 
p ossible ex p lanation of the as­ 
sassination other than Oswald’s 
sole gu ilt.” 
Perhap s a new inv estigation 
wou ld merely reaffirm what the 
Warren Commission conclu ded 
in the first p lace. In that case, 
all 
the 
resp onsible 
criticism 
wou ld be silenced and the u gly 
ru mors, which hav e tou ched 
ev en President Johnson, wou ld 
be set at rest. 
More likely , imp ortant ev idence 
wou ld be ncov cred which wou ld 
p lace the ev ents of Dallas in a 
new* p ersp ectiv e and giv e u s all 
a better glimp se of the tru th. 
Su ch an inv estigation will not 
take p lace soon, to ju dge from 
the official resp onse the idea has 
receiv ed u p to now. Bu t it is cer­ 
tain that u nless a new* inqu iry is 
lau nched, the restless sp ecter of 
dou bt and su sp icion will continu e 
to walk among u s for decades to 
come.

Stewart L. Udall said Saturday 
the hookup will combine 209 ma­ 
jor public and private power 
sy stem s in the United States 
and Canada with a capacity of 
nearly 245 million kilowatts and 
26 5,000 miles of main transmis­ 
sion lines. 


“ When the closure is com­ 
pleted,** Udall said, “ g enerating 
plants from coast to coast will 
automatically respond to power 
sy stem emerg encies in any part 
of the country , thereby improv­ 
ing service standards. 


“ Ultimately , larg e blocks of 
power may be ex chang ed be­ 
tween zones, taking advantag e 
of differences in power demands 
between times zones and sea ­ 
sonal loads across the country

“ A major benefit,** Udall con­ 
tinued, “ will be a reduction in 
the standby capacity which op­

Dairy ing Big 
Business at 
Penal Farms 


SPRINGFIELD - Dairy ing is 
big business in Illinois — and it 
has carried over into the correc­ 
tional institutions of Illinois. 
Berlin T. Campbell, dairy ad­ 
viser to the Department of Public 
Safety , has reported to Safety Di­ 
rector Ross V. Randolph that 
dairy herds at four safety depart­ 
ment instiutions showed profit of 
more than $126 .200 over feed costs 
for the y ear concluded last April 
30. 
The four institutional herds com­ 
pared favorably with privately 
owned herds. 
Campbell said the cows in the 
four herds produced an averag e 
of 11,6 8 1 pounds of milk per cow 
in the y ear. He estimates this was 
less than three per cent under 
production of all the 53,000-cow 
dairy herds in the state, on which 
records are maintained by the 
University of Illinois. 
The 
four 
safety 
department 
herds, Campbell said, produced 
products valued at $239 ,539 at a 
feed cost of $110,337. Value of the 
product per cow per y ear was $541 
compared with $48 8 for privately 
owned and operated dairy herds. 
The J oliet penitentiary herd erf 
130 cows was the hig hest produc­ 
ing institutional herd for the y ear 
with an averag e of 12.6 8 7 pounds 
of milk per cow and 49 3 pounds 
of butterfat per cow for the y ear. 
Hie herd ex ceeded 12,000 pounds 
per cow production in seven of 
the last ten y ears, and missed one 
y ear by only five pounds per cow.

Fa rm Pro d ucts 
Increase 
In Demand 
Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
g overnment 
predicted 
t o d a y 
the g eneral demand for farm 
products would continue to in­ 
crease in 19 6 7, but at a lesser 
rate than this y ear. 


The Ag riculture Department’s 
outlook is based on a g rowing 
population with g enerally more 
money to spend. 


Its analy sis noted that a g ood 
deal of the 8 per cent increase 
in consumer spending for food 
this y ear was due to sharp ad­ 
vances in retail food prices last 
winter and spring . Those prices 
resulted from reduced supplies 
of pork, eg g s, milk and veg e­ 
tables accompanied by rapid ex ­ 
pansion 
of 
consumer 
income 
and increased military buy ing . 
The department forecast con­ 
tinued increases in retail food 
prices nex t y ear, but at a lower 
rate because current and ex ­ 
pectable farm output will in­ 
crease supplies and temper the 
pressure of demand on supply . 
The prospect is for over-all 
production of livestock products 
nex t y ear to 
remain 
around 
19 6 6 levels. But the larg er num­ 
ber of pig s raised this y ear is 
leading to increased slaug hter 
which will continue in 19 6 7, the 
department said. 
The forecast is for larg er out­ 
put of eg g s and poultry and for 
a small rise in milk production 
nex t y ear. But slaug hter sup­ 
plies of cattle and calves may 
decline if stockmen carry out 
announced intentions to increase 
breeding herds. 
Increased marketing , partic­ 
ularly of crops, and prospects 
for prices received by farmers 
averag ing close to this y ea r’s 
level well into 19 6 7 point to larg ­ 
er cash receipts for g rowers. 
Farmers will g et smaller pay ­ 
ments 
from

g overnment 
nex t y ear as diverted acreag e 
is returned to food and feed 
g rain production, but the larg er 
receipts from the g reater out­ 
put should maintain g ross farm 
income at around record 19 6 6 
levels.

Is Ap p ro ved 


CHICAGO (AP) - The mer­ 
ger of two churches into the 
largest Protestant sect in 
the 
United States — The United 
Methodist Church, with 11,08 1,- 
000 
members — has been ap­ 
prov ed by delegates of the two 
churches. 


In separate meetings in 
the 
same hotel Friday , delegates to 
the general conferences of The 
Methodist Church and the Ev an­ 
gelical United Brethren Church 
v oted ov erwhelming approv al of 
the merger. 


The Methodist Church, with 
10,331.000 
members, 
is 
second 
in size to the Southern Baptist 
Conv ention with 10,39 3,000 mem­ 
bers. Merger with the 750,000- 
member EUB would make the 
new church, to be known as The 
United Methodist 
Church, 
the 
nation’s 
largest 
Protestant 
Church. 


The merger, which must be 
ratified by regional conferences 
of the two churches, was ap­ 
prov ed 749-40 among Methodist 
delegates. EUB delegates v oted 
325-8 8 for approv al. 
Policy differences that threat­ 
ened to sty mie the merger were 
resolv ed by a joint committee 
only hours before the v ote. Most 
issues were resolv ed in fav or of 
current 
Methodist 
practice. 
Both churches agreed on the 
proposed name. 
Among the issues were elec­ 
tion of bishops for life, district 
superintendents to be appointed 
by the bishops, and acceptance 
of a 1972 target 
to eliminate 
racially segregated conferences. 
There had been sentiment for 
an earlier date. 
EUB policy delegates had fa­ 
v ored four-y ear terms for bish­ 
ops and annual election of dis­ 
trict superintendents. 
Two-thirds of both churches’ 
regional conferences, which us­ 
ually conv ene February through 
August, must ratify the merger. 
Leaders of both churches said 
ratification appeared likely .
